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Students Council Approves Failt-Ye 
Constitution 

On Monday evening, 29 March Council unanimously approved the new Failt-Ye Times con- 
stitution. 

The new constitution has been significantly changed in that an Editorial Board has been 
formed, consisting of 1) the editor-in-chief 2) the associate editor 3) the features editor 
4 & 5) the mens & womens sports editors 6) the business manager and 7) news editor. These 
seven people shall have complete control over the paper and will decide not only the editorial 
content, but also the material to be included. Under the old system the Failt-Ye Times Board 
was responsible to the Pub-

further positions to be filled 
beginning in the 1965-66 term.

Under the 
new Constitution there is no 
Publications Department and 
each of the subdivisions 
Failt-Ye Times. Clan & Pho- 
tography Department (who 
supply both the Failt-Ye 
Times andtheClan with photo- 
graphs for publication) are 
self-governing. (The Clan & 
The Photography departments 
being responsible to, or at any 
rate to be approved by, Coun- 
cil). 

Another change brought into 
effect was the deletion of the 
positions of the various Failt- 
Ye representatives -- Home 
Ec, Teaching rep & c. It is felt 
that these responsibilities will 
be adequately covered by the 
news rcnm who will be res- 
ponsible for covering all 
newsworthy events on cam- 
pus.

225 Representatives Fighting For Our RIGHTS 



The distant Freeze-the- 
Fees campaign of the Cana- 
dian Union of students hit a lit- 
tle closer to home during the 
past few weeks. 

When the news was released 
about the proposed $100 fee in- 
crease, it came as a surprise 
to most of us. We read in our 
Failt-Ye about fees in Alber- 
ta, Manitoba, etc., (before we 
dropped it in the foyer, or left 
ir on the table in the coffee 
shop), but never worried too 
much about it. When the CUS 
means survey was taken here 
at Mac, there weren't suffi- 



cient people to write it and 
consequently the extras had to 
be passed around residences 
the next day. 

And what about the ''large" 
amount of support given to the 
protest march held at McGill 
on Monday. March 22. Accord- 
ing to the McGill Daily, our ex- 
cuse presented by Geoff Chis- 
lett was, "The changeover in 
the executive has prevented 
the Macdonald Council from 
organizing a larger group..." , 

but if we had really been wor- 
ried or cared about the situa- 
tion would the changeover in 



executive have bothered any- 
one? 225 representatives from 
a student body of 1,700 doesn't 
sound too good. (Particularly 
after the suspension of gov- 
ernment grants which was 
complained about bitterly. 

We do not stand alone in a 
fight for our rights. CUS pre- 
sident Jean Bazin sent the fol- 
lowing message: '*The Cana- 
dian Union of students repre- 
senting 120,000 students, sup- 
ports fully the legitimate ac- 
tion of the students of McGill 
University in protesting any 
tuition fee increase. CUS de- 
plores the action of the ad- 



ministration and government 
in raising fees at this late date 
and without prior consultation 
with the students. The Union 
continues to demand that fees 
be frozen until the Canada Stu- 
dent Means Survey allows as- 
sessment of students' ability 
to pay. Rest assured that CUS 
will mobilize student support 
throughout Canada to back 
your stand." 

Also there are the 11 Mari- 
time universities faced with 
tuition increases. They feel 
that the fee question is "an 
urgent matter of regional and 
national interest." 



In an editorial from the Mc- 
Gill Daily there are these 
statements. "The government 
itself, its budget awry due to 
the liquor strike, does not re- 
quire much encouragement to 
recoup its losses at our ex- 
pense. What we* are now being 
asked to do is underwrite the 
cost of the extremely expen- 
sive lesson which the govern- 
ment felt it had to teach those 
cheeky employees who decided 
they no longer wished to work 
for $53 a week. Such is the 
logic ... of the Lesage admi-

The first report on the agen- 
da was made by Collin Reesor 
about the possibility of Mac- 
donald College joining the 
"association of Quebec Stu- 
dents" which is in the process 
of becoming a provincial Uni- 
versity Association. 

Various constitutions were 
reviewed in detail and were 
approved with changes. The 
constitutions covered included 
those of the Photography De- 



partment, The Clan Mac- 
donald, the Failt-Ye Times 
and the Publicity Department. 

An appendix to the Constitution 
of the Macdonald College 
Mens' FTesidence and Women' s 
Residence Committee in the 
form of a Commuter Discip- 
line Committee.

Geoff's inaugural address 
dealt mainly with the McGill 
rally and the $100 fee in- 
crease. He said that he had 
hoped for a bigger turnout of 
Macdonald students at the ral- 
ly. In Geoff's words, M. 
Levesque "came, spoke, and 
said nothing." The minister 
agreed that education was the 
duty of the public, should be 
free, and was a right of the 
public. He admitted that the 
proposed increase was a step 
backwards but refused to com- 
mit himself. 

The demonstration itself 
was a quiet one. M. Levesque 
was presented with a petition 
containing the signatures of 
5,000 students, with more to 
come. The students acted as a 
"mature body, making a ma- 
ture request." 

Geoff quoted statistics 
showing a drop in grants to 
the university. Expenditures 
were up 57% and grants only 
covered 30% of this, hence, 
McGill is operating on a defi-

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1964-65 IN REVIEW 

Ottawa (CUP) As academic 
years go, 1964-65 has been a 
little different — a year in 
which demonstrating in oppo- 
sition to this or that has be- 
come socially acceptable, a 
year in which the leaders of 
Canada's academic institu- 
tions began a hurried search 
for an alternative to higher 
tuition, a year in which the 
myth of Canadian unity explod- 
ed as French-Canadian stu- 
dents abandoned the national 
student union. 

SEPTEMBER 

It began with the 28th con- 
gress of the Canadian Union 
of Students in Toronto. At this 
congress the groundwork was 
laid for the struggle against 
tuition increase, a '^freeze- 
the-fees" campaign was in- 
troduced pending the Bladen 
Commission Report, and the 
national student means survey 
was born. But the worst blow 
was the withdrawal of the uni- 
versities of Laval, Sherbrooke 
and Montreal. 

The Canadian Student Loan 
Act was inaugurated, making 
yearly loans of $500 -$1,000 
available to undergraduates. 
The plan was a huge success. 

OCTOBER 

October 10 was "black Sat- 
urday" in Quebec City. 
French-Canadian separatist 
students were bullied and ha r- 
rassed by riot squads as they 
carried out peaceful demon- 
strations against the Queen's 
visit. 

Prime Minister Pearson 
told the National Conference of 
Canadian Universities and 
Colleges that he favoured free 
university education. 

NOVEMBER 

Laval, Sherbrooke and 
Montreal founded the Union 
Generale des Etudiants du 
Quebec. 

Remembrance Day was 
marked on four campuses this 
year with silent vigils. AtUof 
Toronto, demonstr at ions 
prompted the Council to pro- 
pose the establishment of a 
peace research centre at the 
university. 

A U of Western Ontario stu- 
dent entered the mayorality 
race in London, determined to 
create a new interest in the 
city's municipal elections. He 
placed a poor third in a field 
of three. 

Leader of the American 
Nazi Party, George Lincoln 
Rockwell threatened to appear 



as the newest subject of ccf^ae 
shop chats after an appearance 
on this Hour Has Seven Days. 
The Student Union at the U of 
New Brunswick withdrew an 
invitation for him to appear at 
the university when they 
learned that he was persona 
non grata under the Immigra- 
tions Act. 

DECEMBER 

The arrest of 800 students 
at the Berkely Campus of the 
U of California during demon- 
strations protesting an ad- 
ministration ban on the on- 
campus distribution of politi- 
cal literature was met with 
more than passing interest in 
Canada. Student's Council at 
U of Toronto and the Canadian 
Union of Students sent tele- 
grams protesting that students 
should have free expression of 
opinion. 

FEBRUARY 

About 1,500 students of the 
U of Manitoba held a half day 
strike and demonstration at 
the Manitoba legislative build- 
ings to protest a predicted in- 
crease in tuition next Septem- 
ber. The government turned 
down petitions for an increase 
in grants to offset the in- 
crease, and students were 
forced to pay a $75 increase in 
tuition next fall. 

The Canadian University 
Young Liberal Federation 
supported a resolution calling 
for the end of the monarchy in 
Canada. M.P.'s and party 
leaders were critical of the 
resolution. 

MARCH 

The campaign to Freeze the 
Fees suffered a blow on March 
12 when 11 Maritime univer- 
sities jointly announced a 15 
per cent increase in tuition 
next year. On the same day 
McGill U announced a $100 in- 
crease intuition in September. 

CUS conceeded that the bat- 
tle is not going well. 

The Newfoundland govern- 
ment announced that it will 
pay tuition for all first year 
students in the province begin- 
ning next year. No other pro- 
vince provides tuition to all 
students in any year. 

320 students from the U of 
Toronto and 3,000 students 
from at least six other Cana- 
dian universities staged a 
march past the U.S. Embassy 
in Ottawa March 14. They pro- 
tested the racial violence in 
Selma, Alabama. 

Similar marches took place 
against the U.S. stand in Viet 
Nam.

This last weekend I had the 
extraordinary pleasure of 
viewing "Through Gates of 
Splendor", the story of five 
missionary workers who were 
killed in Equador several 
years ago while in the Service 
of the Lord. 

They had gone to their death 
singing phrases to God. On the 
same evening I read of a young 
Catholic who was very devout 
in his faith in that he wore his 
St. Christopher, the Virgin 
Mary, the Sacred and Bleed- 
ing hearts, medals of his faith 
and attended Saturday night 
confession and mass regular- 
ly. But this same boy was ex- 
pelled from school forswear- 
ing at his teacher and after 
got drunk. He felt that once 
the priest had said, "Your 
sins are absolved" that he 
could continue in his life of 
sin for another week.
